REM ARKS U PON T H E R E P O R T , 
O fJ o tep h S to ry , T h tro n M etcalf, Sim on Q reenleaf, 
Charles E . Forbes and L u th er L . Cushing, Com­ 
m issioners to consider the practicability o f codify­ 
in g the Common L a w , made to H is E xcellency, G ov­ 
ernor E ve re tt, Jan, 7, 1837. 
The first thing that alrikea us is tha new oama given to 
the common law. Until within a veryahort period, lawyera 
and judgaa have apoken of ihe common law, that is, the 
eommon law of Great B ritain, which they averred our an- 
cestora brought with them from England. 
Laat «ummer. 
Judge Thatcher, in a libel case then pending before him, 
gave this thing of the law a new name. 
It was no 
longer to I)e the common law, but it must be metamer* 
phosed into “ M assachueetts common law .” 
A w riter, 
reviewing the Judge’« charge,at tbe time, thus notice« thit 


piece of legal chicanery;— 


“ In this opinion we hear for the firat time of the com­ 
mon law of Massachuaetta. 
W e have long Iwen aickened 
by the aound of the common law, that ia, English common 
law, but never before do we recollect of hearing oflReially 
of M assachusetts common law. 
W e have heard of Maa- 
aachusetts judge law, a name given in acorn and deriaion 
to the judicial uanrpationa with which the records of our 
courta teem. 
W here do we get Massachuaetta common 
law, but fiom judicial legialation 1 
The judges cannot 
make law, nor are the people of this commonwealth con­ 
trollable by any other laws than those to which their con­ 
stitutional representative body have 
their assent. 
W here then, we repeat, does Judge Thatcher find any 
M assach u sstts common lawl 
It ia found only in the as­ 
sumptions of the bench.” 


Following up the idea of Judge Thatcher, the Commia- 
sionera speak of codifying the common law of Massachu­ 
setts. 
W e trust the people will not be deceived by this 
trick fo alter names without changing things. 
” The com­ 
mon law I'f Mafsachusetts,” which the Commissioners 
apeak of is the Brili.-h law, that our ancestors fled from, 
and our fathers resisted unto blood. 
Let it keep its true 
name the common law, not of Massachusetts, but of Eng­ 


land. 
The report says— 
“ W hen our ancestors first emigrated lo this couatry, then 
a wilderness, inhabited only by the Indians, who possessed 
no regular government or administration of laws they 
brought with them the common law of the mother country 
(England), so far, as from its nature and olyects, it then 
was or might be applicable to their situation, a« colonists, 
distant from and possessing institutions, and political ar- 
rtngements varying from those of the p a r ^ l country. 


Nor was this an artificial principle assumed tor the oc­ 
casion to govern the colonies. 
It was a part of the gener­ 
al law of the land, at the time of the emigration of our an­ 
cestors. that all new settlements made by Englishmen in 
desert and uncultivated regions w ere to be governed by 
Ihe law of England, subject to the qualification« already 
stated. 
It was also a principle, fully recognized in the 
charterf granted to the colonies, either in direct terms, or 
hy 
ininlipaition. 
In moit* if not in all of tliani»

The Revolutionary Congress of 1774, accordingly, unan­ 
imously resolved, ‘ that the respective colonies a«;« 
tied to the common law of England, and more es^ciaily to 
the great and inestimable privilege ol l»ing tried by »heir 
peers, in the vicinage, according to the t^ r s e 
‘bat 
taw ;’ and ‘ that they were entitled to the benefit ot 
such of the English statutes, as existed at the Ume of their 
colonization, and xvhich they have by experience respec- 
lively loiind to be applicable to their several local circum­ 
stances.’ ” 
In these and like assumptions, are the ground work of 
all that mass of Judicial usurpation enforced under the term 
common law, and now newly christened “ Massachusetts” 
law. W e hold that the commissioners have assumed 


facts upon this subject that which has no real existence 
iriuh. 
They say our ancestors brought with them the 
common law of England so far at it might be applicable to 
their situation. 
W e do not »leay that our ancestoieadopt­ 
ed by statute, during their Colonial and Provincial sUies, 
certain principles of the British common law, but we do 
deny that they brought the common law with them or that 
they ever adopted it as the basis of their code— we do deny 
that the Colonies ever were governed by British law further 
than by statutes, made, expressly, by the Parliam enl, to 
apply to the Colonies; and now let us test the truth of the 
Commissioners’ assertion by history. 
W e will begin wilh 


the Plymouth Colonists. 
The Pilgrims in the Mayflower, Nov. I I , 1620, while on 
our coast, before landing on our shores, entered into the 
following agreement as the basis or Constitution of tlieir 


government:— 


“ In the name of God, Amen. 
W e, whose names are 
underwritten, the loyal subjects of our dreacl sovengHlord, 
Kina Jam es, by the grace of God, of Great Britain, France 
and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, &c., having un­ 
dertaken for Ihe glory of Ood and the advancement of the 
Christian faith and honor of onr king and country, a voy­ 
age to plant a colony in the northern parts of Virginia, do, 
bv these presents, solemnly and mutually, in the presence 
of God and of one another, covenant and combine ourselves 
together into a civil body politic, for our better ordering 
and preservation, and furtherance of the end afores.iid; and 
by virtue hereof, do enact, constitute and fra m e such 
ju st and equal laws and ordinances, acts, constitutions 
and o k c e s .fr o m time to time, as shall be thought most 
meet and convenient, fo r the good o f the colony, unto 
w hich we prom ise all due subjection and obedience. 
This was their first act of civil governiuent. 
It recog­ 
nized allegiance to the King of Great Britain, but it as­ 
serted the aUolute right of the majority of the colony to 
make their laws, and it remained in force, and was their 
governing law, nniil the adoption of the “ General Funda- 


raentaU,” in 1636. 
It appears that previous to this date (1636) the general 
court promulgated no laws, hut the people were governed 


b y the inorallavv of M o*'.' a d the H ew Testam ent a. 


param ount to all others.— 11 iitory ol Plymouth. 
During these sixteen years, says the historian, ” no laws 
were made for the general organization of tbe government; 
the Umiu of political rights aud political powers were not 
well defined; Uie governor and assistants lu.'tiniained their 
•mall portion ®f authority, rather hy common consent, 


than by a lawfiti delagation of power.” 
In 16.%, the body 
of laws was adopted by the Plymouth colony, called the 
” General Fandamentnla.” 
Tha firat article ia— 
“ That no act, impoaition, law, or ordinance, be made 
or impoacd upon ua, at present or to come, Init atich aa 
has been or shall be enaeted by the consent o f the body 
o f freem en or associates, or their representatives le­ 
gally assembled; w hich is according to th s fr s s liber- 
tits o f ihe fr e e born people o f England,** 
The aacond article ia— 
“ And for the wall governing of thia colony, it ia also 
ordered, ih it there be a free election annually of governor, 
deputy governor, and asaialanta, by the vole of the fi eemen 
of thia corporation.” 
Thia ia what they eonaidered milking their law« agreea­ 
bly to the law« of England, aa nearly as aircuinstances 
would permit. 
In England, the people were repreaented 
and had a voice in making their law«, and in aaauming 
this right for themselves, they declare it to be ‘‘ according 
to the free libertiea of the free-born people of England.” 
In the formation of their law«, regard was had ” prima­ 
rily and principally, to the ancient p la tfo rm o f God*s 
laws.** 
An accredited historian aaya— 
“ W ith rcapect to political object«, previous lo the vear 
16S6, the Plymouth colony may be considered lohaveiieen 
bet a voluntary association, ruled by the m ajority, nnd 
not by fixed laws.” 
* 
♦ 
• 
“ Literally abatracted from the civilized world, our re­ 
vered puritan father« held the bible in estimation as the 
basis o f all law s; the precept« of the goapal the rule of 
their lives, and the fountain of their dearest liojies. 
It was 
the interwoven sentiment of their hearts, that the sovereign 
pow er resides w ith the people, and this w as the fu n d » ' 
m ental axiom upon w hich their governm ent was rear- 
ed.** 
In 1658, the Plymouth colony compiled and revised their 
code. 
The general court in their address to the people on 
the occasion, aay—“ accordingly we have been actors in the 
framing of thia amall body of the laws, together wilh other 
useful instrumenta, who are gone lo their rest, can safely 
aay, both for ourselves and them, that we have had an eye 
p rim a rily and principally unto the aforesaid platform , 
[that is, the law of Israel] and secondly, lo the right im­ 
provement ef the lilierliea granted unto us by our superiors, 
the state of England, at the first beginning o f this infant 
plantation ; which was to enact such laws as should most 
benefit a state in the new age thereof, not rejecting or omit­ 
ting to observe such ol the laws of our native country as 
would conduce unto the good and growth of so weak a be­ 
ginning as ours in this wildernees,” 8tc. 
The first act of their new cotle was in these words— 
“ W e, the associates of New Plymouth, eoming hither as 
free born subjects ol the state of England, endowed with 
all and aingular the privileges belonging to such, being as­ 
sembled, do ordain, constitute and enact, that no act, iin- 
posllion, law or ordinance, be mad© or imposed upon us, 
at present or to come, but sucli as shall be made and im­ 
posed by consent of the body of the associates 01 their rep­ 
resentative« legally asaembled, which is according to the 
fr e e liberty o f the state o f England.** 


In 1671 the colony again revised its code, re-enacting 
the aliove, as ita fundamental law. 
It waa at the aame 
time ordained, “ that there be a fra© election annually of 
Governor and aaaialauta, by the vote of the freemen of thia 
— •— —* 
. 
» 
„„rte «hall D r e s u m e lo impose ihem- 
BO cnose ac- 
aelvea or any other upon us, but such as are 
cording to the privilege granted us by charier.” 
This law remained in force until the union of the colony 
with M a s s a c h u s e lta , under the charier of W illiam and M a­ 
ry, except during the uaurped reign of Andios. 
Let us now pas« to the Massachuaetta Colony. 
The Charter of Charles the F irst, dated in 1628, gave 
to the Massachuaetta colonifta the right to make their own 
law«, provided thoae lawa did not contravene the lawa of 
Great Britain applicable to the colonlea. 
In 1634, the firat General Court was convened, ever held 
in the colony, only six year» after the charter waa granted. 
T hat aaaambly reaolved, ” that none but the G eneral 
Court hath pow er to m ake and establish laws;** ” that 
none but the G eneral C ourt hath pow er to raise money 


and taxes, and to dispose o f lands.** 
In 1641, they ordained the following bill of rights:— 
«• It is ordered by the General Court ‘ and the authority 
thereof, that no man’a life «hall be taken away, no man a 
honor or good name ahall be stained, no man a г>ег8оп «hall 
be arreated, restrained, banished, dismembered, мог any 
w a y punished; no roan shall be deprived of his wife or 
children, no man’s goods or estate shall be taken away 
from him, or in any way endamaged, under color of law, 
or counieiiaiice of authority, unleae it be by virtue or equity 
of some expreaa law of the country warrant ing ‘I'*.»»*“ ’-, 
established by a General Court and aufficienlly publiahed; 
or. in case of the delect of a law in any particular caae.by 
the word of God. 
And in capital cases, or in cases con­ 
cerning dismemberment or banishment according to that 
w ord, to be judged by the General Court. 
It will Iteaean by this that.ao far from the lawa of E ng­ 
land, either h e r common law or her statute law, prevailing, 
they expressly recognize, in default of any statutory p ro ­ 
vision, the w ord o f G od, that is, the law o f the B ible. 
T his law remained in force until the union of the two 
colonies, except during the time of Andros. 
After the re­ 
ception of the charter of WlUiasn and Mary, viz, 
On the 8lh of June 1692, the general court, of the Prov- 
incc of Massachuaetta Bay, ordered and enacted— 


« T hat all the local laws respectively ortlered and made 
bv the late Governor and Company of the Maasachuaette 
Bav. and tlie late Govermneni of New Plymonih, being not 
repugnant to the lawa of England, nor inconsistent a ith the 
preaent constitution and selllement by iheir Majesties roy­ 
al charter, do remain and continue lu full fnrce in the rea- 
pective places, for which they were made and used, until 
the tenth day of Noveml>er next; except m cases where 
other provision is or shall be made by this court or nsaein- 
bly.” 
By a subsequent act, this law was made |>erpetual.— 


This act, then, revived the ” General Fundamentals 
of the Plymouth colony of 1636, and tha declarat.oo of 
ri dits of the Massachusetts colony of 1641, both being sub- 
atL tially the sama. that the people o f the colonies w ers 
controllabls by no other laws than thossto which their 
constituted authorities had expressly givsn their as­ 
sent. 
But Hiey aubaetjueatly, in the »aine year, modified 
these declaraiioHs, by ” an act .ettiog foilh general priv- 
ile g u ,” cuntiiining, among others, the following provis-

condemned, but by the lawful judgmeal of his peer», or the 


N^rnaa^of what »‘»‘e ”»■ condition iow er, »hull lie put out 


of his lands or tenements, nor be taken, »or imprisoned, 
nor disherited.nor Imnishwl, nor any ways da-lroyed, f that 
ia injured,] without lining brought to answer by due proceaa 
of law. 
All these acta alike exclude the common law and ilia 
lawa of England. 
Our Colonial and Provinci.tl history taeias with proof 
corroliorntive of the same fact. 
W e avail oiirsalvea of tho 
following testimony to prove ihiil the fathars of the revolu­ 
tion entertained these view«, from a pamphlet upon corpo­ 
rations w hich has just been published. 
Dr. Franklin, wrote ns follows, in 1769:— 
“ W riter« on this subjerl often confuse themaelies with 
the idea that all the King’s dominions make one state, 
which they do not, nor ever did since the compiest. 
<Jiir 
Kings have ever had dominions not snbject to the F,ngh»h 
Parliament. 
At first the provinces of France, of wliich 
Jersey and Giiernaey, remain, always governed by tlieir 
own lawa, anpaaling lo the King in council only, and not 
to our courts or tlie House of Lords. 
N ellnnd was in the 
■nine aitimlion before the Union. 
It had the sama K inj, 
but a separate parliament, and 'he Parliament of England 
had no jurisdiction over it. 
Ireland the same in truth, 
though the Hriliah Parliament has usurped a^ dominion 
over it. 
The colonice w ere originally settled in ths idea 
o f such extensive dominions of the King and the King on­ 
ly. 
Hanover is now such a dominion.” 
It wa» Hiaerted by an English writer that the colonial» 
“ who firet migrated from England to settle in America, 
well knew they were still to continue the »nbjecta of the 
•arae government.” 
To which D r. Franklin, in the piece 
Irefore quoted Irom, replie»— 


They well knew the contrary. 
They never would have 
gone if that had lieen the case. 
They ííed from your gov 
eriiment which oppre»»ed them. 
If they carried your gov- 
ernnieiit wilh them, and of ooiiree your laws, (hey had bel­ 
ter have »tayed ami etidured the opprci»sion at home, and 
not have added to it all the hardehipsof making a new sal- 
tleinent. 
They carried not your law s; but had they car­ 
ried your government and law», they would now have been 
lubjact to spit ituiil court», tithes, church act» of fiarlia- 
ment, game acts, &c. &c., which they are not and never 
w ere, since their being out o f the realm.** 
Dr. Franklin further say»— 
“ The colonies carried no law w ith them ; they car­ 
ried only lit« power of making law», or adop iiig such 
parte of the English law or of any other law as they 
should think »uitahle to their circum»lnnces. 
Tlie first 
settler» of Connecticut, for instance, at theii fiiat meeting 
ill that country, finding tliernaelves out o f all jurisdiction of 
other government», resolved and enacted, that, till a code 
of law» should be prepared and agreed to, they would lie 
governed by the law of .Mose» a» contained in the old lei- 
tainent.” 
The General A»»embly of Virginia, May 28, 1705— 
“ Re»olved, that His Majeeiy’a liege people of this most 
ancient ami loyal colony have without interrupiion enjoyed 
the inestiinahle right of being governed by ancli laws res­ 
pecting their internal policy and taxation as are derived 
from their own consent, witli the approbation of their sov­ 
ereign or his Buhstitutes, and that the same halli been con­ 
stantly recognized by the king and people of Great B rit- 
aiii.” 
The Legislature of Massachusetts in their answer loGov. 


Barnard’s S|»eech, O ct. 25, 1765, say— 
“ The right of the colonies to make their own 'aw s, and 
tax themselves, ha» never, that we know of, b e e n question­ 
ed ; but ha# been con»tanily recognized by the king and 
Parliam ent.”

“ Resolved, T hat il is iaseperably essential lo the free­ 
dom of a jieople and th e undunbied right of Englishmen, 
that 110 taxes be iroposed on them, but by their own con­ 
sent, given personally, 01 by their repretentutive»; that the 
‘ representatives ofllie people of lhe»e colonies are pei- 
chosen therein by tbemselvea, and no taxee ever have 
been or can 1«, constitutionally imposed 00 them but by 
their respective legislatures.** 


Tbe Revolutionary Congress of 1774, who are summon­ 
ed by the commissioners to prove that the English common 
law was brought here by our ancestors, because that Con­ 
gress resolved that the respective colonies are entitled to 
the coramen law of England, and more particularly to the 
great aud inestimable privilege of being tried by thei^r 
peers in the vicinage according to the course of that law ,” 
(lid not mean and could not have meant, that the respec­ 
tive colonies brought wilh them and adopted the common 
law of Englanti as a code. 
'I'he commissioner* theiiiselves 
previously admit that our nncestors did not. 
Tliey say— 
“ Il is obvious, lliat they could not bring with tliem the 
whole body ef the Fnglish law liien in force; for much of 
it must have been wholly inapplicable to their situation, 
and some of it was inconsistent with their policy and pros­ 


perity as colonie».” 
It is well known that at the (leriod of these reeolves, 
1774, Great Britain asserted the riglii to bind tbe colonie» 
m all ca»e» whauoevsr by acts of Parliam ent; and had 
sent eolonisu to England to be tried for ofier.ce» coni.mt- 
led here. 
The Congress said, virtually, to the mother 
country, by your own laws you are acting illegally, by tha 
common law of England repre«anlatiun and taxation must 
go hand in hand—that you cannot by that law take our 
citizens and try tliam within the realm of England, for, by 
your own laws they are entitled to a trial by a jury of 
their peers, from their own iieighlxn hood. 
This re»olve 
dees not »how what the commissioners as.ume to lie pror» d 
liy it, the general adoption of the common law by the colo­ 
nie«. 
Tl.is is an important point. 
The courts and in fact 
must of the legal proft>ssion assume the fact, and the com- 
missioners do the same, that our ancasiora brought with 
them the common law. generally, as a body, and a coda, 
when in truth they fled from the uncertaiiiiy and tyranny 
of the common law. 
Wa admit, and have before adm.Ued, 
that sume portions of the coirm on law waa adopted; that 
other of it. principle, may have been incorporated into our 
statutes;but before a.iy court can rightfully use any of the 
English common law, il ia their duly to .how that .1 wa. 
adopted by the province ami wa» “ usually praciiaed on in 
the courts of law” at the adoption of the Constitution in 
1780. 
The onus probandi is upou tlie courts ; but instead 
of taking this right and legal course, the bench assume, 
that our ancestors brought the common law bera— nay 
more, that it changes here, as the judge, changa it in (îreat 
B ritain; and then apply any part of thi. British law a . if 


it Wki e really a part of our code. 
The clause in the respective colonial charter»—that Eng­ 


lish subjecti and their children, inhabiting »he colonic*, 
shall enjoy the rights and privileges of natural born sub- 
jects-doea nut militate against the right of the colum.ts to 


govern by their own law».

Gaorgian, if coming to Mass«rhus«t(a, the right« of a native 
of MsasAchtisettB, hut it doas not confar on him in Mass« 
chusctts the rights he held hi (¡eurgi«. 
S o , tha claua* of 
the rhiu tara, cited by the ( ’omrnissiuners, meant only lliat 
thn colonists should not lose liieir rii.m irtar nor rights of 
British subjects ill cnnsetpienr« of living or of h iving losen 
born in the colonins; and it is a ftir-feirht*d «nd pueriln 
coiistriictioii lo say, that such я с1«п»в ищю.ш! upon (lia 
coloniata tho very law« they fled tha mniÍH.r country to 
avoid. 
W e have alrantly shown, in quoting from ihe old colony 
rectirds, what llm early coloiiisis understood by the term 
making th< ir laws, aa nearly as may be convenient, lo ilia 
laws of England. 
Tlioir own laws mad« by their repre 
aetilntivfls, and not repugnant to the laws ot England, ир 
plicnbln 10 tliecoUmics, was in their opinion, “ according 
lo the free lilreriiesof the free (»eople of England.” 
Hav­ 
ing thn« shown, wa lio|)a «ati*f«(rlorily to the reader, that 
the common law was not brought her« by our anciMtors—^ 
that only very inconsidnrable portinns of it have ever lieen 
legally adopted, we elmll proceed to axamina another part 
of the cominissionora’ report, as follows ; — 


“ Whan a case, not afiected by any slatnta, «ri«es in 
*ny of our coiina of justice, and the facts яга nstablisbed, 
dim first question is, whether tliere ia япу clear and une- 
rpiivocal |irincipie of the common law, which duocfly and 
iininedialely governs it, and fixes the rights of the parties.

aedly new) lo tha principles of natural justice, which 
conalitiita tha basis of niiicli of the common law; and if 
these principles сая lie ascertained to apply in a full and 
determined manner to nil the cirnimatnncas, th*y are 
adopted, and daeida the rights of tha partiea. 
t f all these 
sources fa il, the caaa is trcHted ns ramadileas at lli« com­ 
mon law, and the only relief, wliicii remains, is by some 
new L eg isla tio n , liy statute, to operate upon future cn»ea 
of the like iiatuiu.” 
Hera ia a precious confeasion, valuahla loiyond price. 
W e have long known that aiicli w«« the practice of tho 
bench; but we did not expect to «ее it thus frankly avow­ 
ed, and from ao high a source. 
We beg our reader* lo ex­ 
amine and re-examine it. 
To pondar il—to look al it in 
я11 ita latitude and liearinga. 
It must ba я very axtraordina- 
ry case, considering how very elastic all laws ara, under tha 
operation of Judicial coiistruclion, that canant ba ambrao- 
ad within ciisting statutes, nnr within the " clear prinei- 
plts of the coiiimun law” —nor within “ the principles of 
common law by analogy and parity of reasoning” —nor 
within the “ principie« of natural jnalice” -fro m which 
latter expression, by the way, we are led to the conclusion 
that common law and natural juatice are at variance. 
W e 
repeat, it muat lie a vary jieculiar «««« that could not 1ю 
embraced within any of tliaae rulaa. 
It would rarely hap- 
jicti, and we find it does rarely happen, that the judges 
need any new legialation to enable them to take cognizance 
of any case, less than once in one hundred thousand cases. 
S u ch a course, we grant, is in conformity lo the English 
•ystein, and we know, too, that both our bench and bar, 
are much lietter English, than Aniarican law yers; but we

tutions, nor with the positive requirements of our fund« 
menial law. 
Let us test it by the conatitution. 
A n id a tenth of the bill of rights in the «onatitulion of

by it in the enjoyirient of hia lile, liberty, and properly, ac­ 
cording to standing laws.** 
But what is thia clear common law, thia analagooa coin- 
raoii law, thia natural juatice, which according to the report 


o f the commiasioners—so generally decides cases instead 


o f tha statute law l

raisHÍoner» aiiawer for themselves. 
“ In truth (they #ay) the common law ia not in its na­ 
ture and character an abaoluiely fixed, inflexible ayatem, 
like the atatute law, k c .

of alemenlary principle» and of genaral Judicial truth», 
which are continually expanding with the progress of 
society,” k c. 
'I bis flexible ayat- m, expanding lo meet 
the wants of the bench as wall aa “ the progresa of aociaty” 
may be very pleasant to judge« who lika thua to extend 
ihcif jurisdiction; but the people prefer and the Coiislitu- 
lion requires, “ the fixed, inflexible” atatute law—that the 
people «hall lie governad by standing law s, of their own 
making. 
The conatitution aaya in the lOili article of the 
bill of right»—“ In fin#, the people of this Commonwealth 
are not controllable by any other lawa, than those to which 
their constitutional representative body have given their 
assent;” and in other parts it prescriba* the form in 
which that Iwdy shall give its assent, namely, »« the 
G eneral C ourt assembled. 
How do these plain, dear 
and unequivocal provision» of the conatitution correspond, 
or comport with that ayatem «ubstiioted by the judge, of 
“ clear common law ,” of “ analogoua common law,” and of 
“ natural justice” which are “ cantinually expanding” 
with tlie progress of aociety, and «l«o with the paasiona, 
interest», prejudice# and wants of the bench. 
Again, the constitution snye, in lb* íWfh arlicie of tha 
bill of rights.—“ The judicial «hall never exercise the leg- 
islaive or executive powers, or eithor of them ; to the 
end it may be a government of law« aad not of men.” 
Vet il would appear very clearly from the report of the 
commissionen, that in applying tbe elementary principle, 
of the “ clear common law ,” “ analogoua common law,” 
and those of “ natural justir.«,” “ which areeonli.mally ex­ 
panding” or coiitracling, to suit the cl.aagii.g views -d the 
In-.ich, that the judicial were exercising someihing v.,ry 
lika legislati** power«, aud that loo on a pretty large 
seal«.
